ORDER 

Ajmer, the 23 rd December 1947 
Whereas it appears that the inhabitants of 
villages Hath! Batta, Pharkia, Mohanpura, 
Eampura, Modi, Lewera and Baneori in Ajmer- 
Merwara, Srinagar Police Circle, are concerned 
in or abetting the commission of offences pre- 
judically affecting the public safety and the 
maintenance of public order, therefore, in exer- 
cise of the powers under Ordinance No. XX of 
1942, it is hereby directed that a collective fine 
to the extent mentioned against each village in 


the list attached is imposed on the inhabitants 
of tbe said villages. 

The imposition of the collective fine as fore- 
Baid shall be made known by beat of drums, 
distribution of leaflets as well as by publica- 
tion in tbe Official Gazette. 

The classes of persons exempt from tbe above 
order are Muslims, Government servants and 
those who are certified by the District Magis- 
trate to be in indigent circumstances or those 
who may be exempted on the ground of having 
rendered useful service during the disturbances. 

The District Magistrate will apportion the 
fine among the inhabitants who are liable to 
pay it and such apportionment shall be made 
according to his judgment on the respective 
means of such inhabitants. 

Tho portion of such fine payable by any per- 
son shall be recovered under section 386 of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure and necessary 
warrants to that effect may he issued by the 
Magistrate concerned.
